For State Parks— 


Temple Times: 
Recognizing the trend of public sentiment 


away from the habit of voting bonds for every conceivable 
purpose, we hesitate to let off any enthusiasm about any 
projected public work that calls for the expenditure of money 
or use of the public credit. But there is one great enterprise 
which the people of California should no longer neglect, and 
that is the creation of a system of state parks. The devel- 
opment and improvements of the parks may be done leisurely 
and as needed, but the all-important matter of obtaining 
desirable lands for state park purposes should be deferred 
no longer than is absolutely necessary. 


Many" beauty spots in mountains, forests and seashore 


should be preserved for the enjoyment of future citizens of 
the state, as well as for their actual intrinsic value as attrac- 
tions to tourists who come here from the world at large. 


The proposal to issue $6,000,000 of state bonds for park 


purposes will be submitted to the voters again next fall, and 
since most of the objections that were made to the proposi- 
tion two years ago have been eliminated, we believe the bonds 
should be voted. The law provides that the money is to be 
used solely for the acquisition of lands suitable for state 
parks and that it may be expended only when matched by 
equal amounts from counties, cities or private sources. 
The 


administration of the fund will be in the hands of a state 
park commission composed of five men of high standing, 
namely: Wm. E. Colby, Berkeley; Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 
president of Stanford university; Henry W. O'Melveny, Los 
Angeles; Major Frederick R. Burnham, Los Angeles; and 
former Senator W. F. Chandler of Fresno. 


A Rich Territory— 


One-third of the population of California, Oregon, and 


Washington is within a radius- of 100 miles of Los Angeles. 
This area has the richest per capita population of any given 
district in the world. The General Motors Corporation gives 
this area a per capita annual income of $1107. Let that 
amount be cut in half, $553.50 per capita, for the population 
of the five counties in southern California, without including 
the population of Los Angeles county, and there remains a 
great reservoir of buying power totaling $673,394,188.

State Development 


of Water Urged 


San Francisco, June 29—Water de- 


velopment in California has reached 
the point when; it must be carried 
out under state auspices. 


So declared California's state en- 


gineer, Edward Hyatt, before the 
American 
Waterworks association. 


Hyatt's speech is considered one of 
the most significant utterances upon 
the water situation in California, in- 
asmuch as it establishes as state pol- 
icy state control of water resources. 


"The 
underlying reason for the 


desirability or necessity of the state 
itself directing the development of 
its water resources lies in the fact 
that the progress and prosperity of 
the state depend upon and are lim- 
ited by the available water sup- 
plies,"' said Hyatt. 


"Water is the one limited natural 


resource of this state, and all activ- 
ities, whether agricultural, munici- 
pal or industrial, will be limited only 
by the amount of water which can 
be assured at any reasonable cost. 
This basic fact is becoming gener- 
ally appreciated in California only 
in the last few years." 


Hyatt insisted that the greatest 


scope of proper water development 
cannot be reached under private en- 
terprise and under present laws. 


"The construction of further un- 


co-ordinated projects will obstruct or 
defeat the comprehensive develop- 
ment which will allow the most com- 
plete 
utilization 
and, 
therefore, 


growth of the state."

ing un-American and un-Christiaii, be 
discontinued. 


That the Church of the Brethren 


reaffirms her position on the temper- 
ance issue; that we oppose any at- 
tempt to modify, impair or weaken 
the Volstead Act, or any attempt to 
nullify the eighteenth amendment of 
our Constitution; that we support 
only such candidates as are in sym- 
pathy with the amendment, and who 
favor a faithful enforcement of the 
law.

BETTER BRAKES ON 


FUTURE AUTOMOBILES 


Automobile engine and body con- 


struction have reached a point far 
in advance of the braking system, 
declares Frederick C. Russell "in an 
article, "So "'You Call That Stop- 
ping," appearing in the July issue 
of Touring Topics, official publica- 
tion 
of the 
Automobile Club of 


Southern California. 


Mr. Russell believes that the brake 


of the future will be of the auto- 
matic air-system and will be capable 
of decelerating a machine with far 
greater efficiency than the present 
system at its best. Since it takes the 
average driver half a second to re- 
move his foot from the accelerator 
and apply it to the brake pedal, thus 
losing 40 feet of space when travel- 
ing at (>0 miles an hour, the future- 
brake will be operated by the ac- 
celerator lever, says the author. Gear 
shifting, Mr. Russell 
believes, 
is 


headed for the discard, which will 
expedite acceleration. This will be 
accomplished by a direct drive trans- 
mission, lie thinks, with possible an 
overdrive for high speeds. The en- 
gine of the future, he believes, will 
lie so highly perfected as to be 
capable of operating under this sys- 
tem.
